S.O. 945(E)_In cxeicise of the powers conferred by sub-scction (1) of sec¬ 

tion 44 of the Lndtan Runways Act, Isso (y ol 1890), the Railway Kates Tribunal, 
with the uppiovai ot the central Oo\einmcitl, hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Railway Kales Inixrnal Rules, 1939, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be railed the Railway Rates Tribunal (Amendment) 
Rules, 1.980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st January, 1981 

2. In the Railway Rates Tribunal Rules, 1939, for rule 29 and the shoulder 
heading thereto, the following rule and shoulder heading shall be substituted, 

namely 

“Framing 
of issues’'. 

“29. (1 After the closure of the pleadings and the filing of documents, 
the Tribunal shud call upon the parties or their pleaders or 
representatives duly authorised in writing to furnish draft issues, 

(2) The Tribunal shall thereupon frame the issues, if necessary, after 
the examination of parties under clause (a) of rule 30. 

(3) Where the Tribunal is of opinion that the issues cannot be 

correctly framed without the examination of some person not 
before it or without the inspection of some documents not 
produced, it may, subject to any law tor the time being in 
force, compel the attendance of, or the production ot any 
document by, any person. 
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
